The Wanderer is once again pleased to announce 
the recipients of their Eighth Annual Wanderer Keel 
Awards, a yearly honor bestowed upon select "unsung 
heroes" in the tri-town circulation area who are some- 
times overlooked or not recognized for their worthwhile 
achievements and contributions to the residents of 
Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester. 

We have been soliciting nominations from our 
readers for the past month and have sifted through the 
many deserving and equally-befitting candidates. How- 
ever, as our policy has dictated from the award's incep- 
tion in 1994, we can only select one recipient from each of 
the three towns per year and those honorees cannot

currently benefit from their efforts in any other way. For 
this reason, it is not surprising that all three of this year's 
chosen recipients are fairly familiar faces from their past 
elected positions in town government . . . and at least two 
have been suggested for past consideration. But at the 
time their positions as sitting elected officials disqualified 
them for consideration. 

Times change, people move on and eventually 
step down from public office, and it is appropriate that 
the three recipients of the 2001 Wanderer Keel Award are 
being recognized here not just for their contributions as 
elected officials . . . but also for the work they did on the 
sidelines, voluntarily and without compensation. Without 
further adieu, here are the three recipients of this year's 
Keel Awards, as nominated by town residents and se- 
lected by the editorial staff of The Wanderer. 
• MATTAPOISETT - John N. "Jack" DeCosta, Park 
Street.

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The contributions of "Jack" DeCosta as a longtime 
member of the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen could 
alone fill the pages of this week's issue. But those who 
know Jack DeCosta — and there aren't many residents in 
the tri-town area who don't — also know that he is 
equally willing to give of his time and seemingly bound- 
less energy to commit to other projects . . . many of which 
require a "hands on" approach. And with Jack DeCosta, 
actions speak louder than words. 

Even though he is best-known for serving as 
Selectman from 1977 through 1998, Jack DeCosta is also 
known for all the "unofficial" town business he has done 
and continues to do ... from sprucing up the town squares 
to general repair work around Town Hall to painting and 
fixing town property to his work with and for area 
veterans, Jack is a veritable renaissance handyman, 
always willing to pitch in and do rather than dictate. In 
working part-time at the Mattapoisett Nursing Home for 
better than 40 years, Mr. DeCosta always goes the extra 
distance in greeting residents and doing any odd jobs to 
make their twilight years more comfortable. He often 
would run errands for senior citizens, help shut-ins when 
they couldn't get out, and remains active in St. Anthony's 
Church affairs ... all the while raising and caring for his 
Mattapoisett family. 

People would often joke that Jack DeCosta would 
never miss a meeting . . . and there's a kernel of truth in 
that. When it comes to someone being committed to his 
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community, there are few like Jack DeCosta ... a man 
some have dubbed "Mr. Mattapoisett." And with the 
pending Memorial Day Holiday this coming weekend, it's 
appropriate that we recognize the sometimes overlooked 
efforts of the one man we can always expect to be leading 
everyone in exercises to honor our country's veterans. 

Past Mattapoisett recipients of this honor have 
been: Maurice "Mudgie" Tavares (1994); Priscilla Alden 
Hathaway (1995); Norma Holt (1996); Gale Hudson 
(1997); Kenneth Stickney (1998); Clara Morgan (1999); 
Betty and Bert Theriault (2000). 
• MARION - Loretta B. Schaefer, Converse Road. 

Like Jack DeCosta, former Marion Selectman 
Loretta B. "Lori" Schaefer is best known for her higher 
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profile, political positions in town. But also like Mr. 
DeCosta, Lori Schaefer devoted equal amounts of her 
time on a voluntary basis to contribute to the overall 
quality of life in Marion and help its residents. Spanning 
some thirty years, her list of accomplishments include 
serving as an Emergency Medical Technician (EMT), a 
member of the Marion School Committee, a member of 
the Regional Community Congress, Chairman of 
Marion's Water Review Committee, and a dozen years as 
an elected member of the Board of Selectmen — a position 
from which she willingly stepped down this past year. 

Arguably her greatest accomplishment — and 
one of her more personal projects — was her effort to save 
and restore the Marion Music Hall, a historic landmark in 
the center of town which is a justifiable source of pride for 
residents. Lori Schaefer not only spearheaded the restora- 
tion of the building, but also remained its ersatz caretaker 
for the past two years . . . keeping track of scheduling and 
maintenance at the facility on a volunteer basis and 
ensuring that this important landmark never again falls 
into disrepair. She will assist the current town fathers with 
selecting a part-time person to carry on those duties, and 
has also agreed to stay on as the Selectmen's representa- 
tive to the Southeast Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD). 

In nominating Ms. Schaefer for this award, a 
longtime Marion resident (who wished to remain anony- 
mous) wrote: "Lori is one who has enriched the environ- 
ment of those with whom, and for whom, she has served 
in so many public categories. To my longtime personal 
knowledge, she has truly been ... a public servant of the 
highest order." For these lesser-known and uncompen- 
sated efforts, Ms. Schaefer is a worthy recipient of 
Marion's 2001 Keel Award. 

Past Marion recipients of this honor have been: 
Claire Russell (1994); Ralph and Phyllis Washburn (1995); 
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Annie Giberti (1996); Jay Crowley (1997); Tyler Blethen 
(1998); Olive E. Harris (1999, posthumously); Kathleen P. 
"Kay" Reis (2000). 

• ROCHESTER - Georgia Chamberlain, Mary's Pond 
Road. 

Like her fellow Keel Award recipients in 
Mattapoisett and Marion, Georgia Chamberlain of 
Rochester is familiar to residents throughout the tri-town 
area for her years of service on various elected boards and 
committees . . . but she is being honored here for her 
"behind-the-scenes" efforts as a passionate advocate for 
conservation in the most rural and — as yet — least 
developed of the three towns. Beginning with the Roches- 
ter Conservation Commission from its inception in 1963, 
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Ms. Chamberlain has long been an advocate of conserva- 
tion and open space and has worked to protect the town's 
character and natural resources. In 1979 she spearheaded 
the purchase of shore line on Mary's Pond for use as a 
public recreational beach for Rochester residents ... a 
project for which she has been an ongoing supporter to 
this day. 

Georgia has also worked with the Plymouth 
County Conservation Trust and Recreation Advisory 
Council, the Pilgrim Area Resource Conservation Devel- 
opment Council, and as a Trustee with the Plymouth 
County Cooperative Extension Service. She was also 
instrumental in creating a shared Regional Conservation 
Agent position. Ms. Chamberlain also went against 
popular opinion in supporting the establishment of the 
SEMASS facility in town in the 1980s ... a move that has 
since provided a guaranteed source of revenue for the 
Town of Rochester. 

In nominating Ms. Chamberlain for this honor, a 
former Rochester resident wrote: "(Georgia) realized that 
we needed to protect our natural resources to ensure that 
it would be there for future generations. (She) has under- 
stood the unique balance between man and the environ- 
ment long before it was the fashionable position to take."

Area Memorial Day Happenings 
• MATTAPOISETT 

Memorial Day Observances in Mattapoisett will 
take place on Monday, May 28 at 1:30 pm outside of the 
Mattapoisett Public Library on Barstow Street. The 
program will include Opening Remarks by Commander 
John N. DeCosta; Prayer by Reverend Leonard M. 
Mullaney of St. Anthony's Church; "Colonel Bogey 
March" performed by the Old Hammondtown School 
Band; State Representative Address from Representative 
William Straus; "Old Hammondtown March" performed 
by the Old Hammondtown School Band; The Gettysburg 
Address recited by Ryan Murphy an eighth grade student 
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at Old Rochester Regional Junior High School; "America 
(My Country Tis of Thee)" performed by the Old 
Hammondtown School Band; Principal Speaker Colonel 
Forrest R. Newton, USA, Newport Naval War College; 
and "The Star Spangled Banner" performed by the Old 
Hammondtown School Band. 

Principal speaker Colonel Forrest R. Newton 
began his military career in 1968 when he enlisted in the 
United States Marine Corps from his hometown in 
Detroit, Michigan. After basic training and infantry 
school, he attended Vietnamese Language School and was 
then assigned to the First Marine Division, Vietnam, as a 
rifleman. Upon completion of his tour in Vietnam, he was 
assigned to the 8 th and I Marine Barracks, Washington, DC 
as a member of the Marine Corps Silent Drill Team. His 
final assignment in the Marines was as a Sergeant with 
the Presidential Security Detachment, Camp David, 
Maryland. 

Colonel Newton left the Marine Corps to pursue 
a career with the Ypsilanti Police Department in Ypsilanti, 
Michigan in 1971. While serving as a police officer, he 
attended Eastern Michigan University, earning both a 
Bachelor of Science and Masters of Arts Degree. He also 
rejoined the military as a commissioned officer in the 
Army Reserve and served with the 2nd Battalion, 333rd 
Infantry. While serving as a police officer he attained the 
ranks of Detective, Sergeant, and finally Lieutenant. Also 
in the reserves his final assignment was that of Company 
Commander, Echo Company, 2nd Battalion, 333 rd Infantry. 

Colonel Newton returned to active duty in 1982. 
After the Military Police Officers Advanced Course, he 
commanded the 572 nd Military Police Company, Fort 
Ritchie, Maryland. His subsequent assignments included: 
Secretary to the General Staff, Fort Ritchie, MA; S3 Cadet 
Basic Training USMA, West Point, NY; Tactical Officer 
United States Corps of Cadets, West Point, NY; Provost 
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Custom interior shutters 
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Marshal, Strategic Defense Command, Kwajelien Atoll, 
Marshall Islands; Plans Officer, G3 XVIII Airborne Corps, 
Fort Bragg, North Carolina; Executive Officer G3 XVIII 
Airborne Corps, Fort Bragg, North Carolina; S3, 16 th 
Military Police Brigade (ABN), Fort Bragg; Deputy 
Brigade Commander, 16 th Military Police Brigade (ABN), 
Fort Bragg; Deputy Director Military Instruction, USMA, 
West Point, NY; Battalion Commander, 728 Military Police 
Battalion, Korea; Chief, Force Readiness, DCSOPS, 
Pentagon, Washington, DC. Currently, Colonel Newton is 
a student at the Naval War College in Newport, Rhode 
Island. 

Colonel Newton's combat and deployment 
experience includes Vietnam, Desert Storm and Desert 
Shield, Hurricane Andrew Relief, Haiti and Korea. His 
awards include the Bronze Star Medal, Purple Heart 
(lOLC), Meritorious Service Medal (70LC), Army Com- 
mendation Medal (lOLC), Army Achievement Medal 
(lOLC), Marine Combat Action Ribbon, Vietnamese Cross 
of Gallantry, National Defense Medal with Star, Vietnam 
Campaign Medal, Southwest Asia Campaign Medal, 
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55 County Road, 
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Armed Forces Expeditionary Medal, Kuwait Liberation 
Medal, and the Humanitarian Service Medal (IOLC). 

Colonel Newton is married to the former Cynthia 
A. Bauchat of Detroit, Michigan. They were married in 
1970 and have one daughter, Kelly. 

This year marks the tenth anniversary of the 
Persian Gulf War. A special tribute will be made to those 
who served during Desert Storm. Any veteran who 
served during the Persian Gulf War and would like to 
attend the ceremony is welcome. Please contact Ms. Paula 
Butterfield in the Veterans Office at 508-758-4114 if you 
need further information. 

Immediately following these ceremonies, all 
parade units will form in front of the monument outside 
the library on Barstow Street under Parade Marshall 
Colonel William Robinson (retired), and the parade will 
head north and proceed to Church Street, right to North 
Street, right to Water Street, west on Water Street to the 
Town Wharf for a memorial salute to the "Men Lost at 
Sea," west on Water Street to Main Street, to Acushnet 
Road and Cushing Cemetery. After the Memorial Day 
Exercises, the parade will be dismissed at the American 
Legion Hall on Depot Street, where refreshments will be 
served to the marchers by members of the American 
Legion Post 280 Auxiliary.

veterans are invited to join them in a memorial service at 
the church at 10:00 am. Following the church service, a 
wreath laying ceremony at the Civil War monument at 
Evergreen Cemetery will be conducted. 

On Monday, May 28, the Memorial Day Parade 
and Observance in Marion will kick off from the Music 
Hall at the corner of Front and Cottage Streets at 9:00 am. 
All units participating are asked to report to the Music 
Hall at 8:00 am and should be in parade formation no 
later than 8:45 am. The Memorial Day Observance will 
commence with the raising of the colors by the Benjamin 
D. Cushing Post 2425 VFW, with the National Anthem 
played by the Portuguese-American Band. After a short 
ceremony at the Civil War monument, the parade will 
proceed as follows: 

• South on Front Street to Main Street, turn west 
on Main Street then north on Spring Street for a brief 
ceremony at the Marion Town House. 

• After the ceremony at the Marion Town House, 
the procession will continue north on Spring Street to Old 
Landing Cemetery for a ceremony at the gravestone of 
Benjamin D. Cushing. 

• The parade will continue through Old Landing 
Cemetery, north on Mill Street to Ryders Lane, east on 
Ryders Lane to Old Landing Memorial Park for ceremo- 
nies at the World War I, World War II, Korean War, and 
Vietnam War monuments.

the event from the spectator and supporter point of view. 
I have had several friends and relatives and even my own 
daughter go down the river several times over the years 
and I have always followed along with camcorders, 
cameras, and stopwatches as my wife would rush up and 
shout encouragement and drop water and oranges into 
the boats as they would pass popular checkpoints. 

One of the spectator's most anxious moments is 
waiting for their friend or loved one to approach each of 
the checkpoints. It's not too uncommon to wonder if you 
have missed a boat or have not waited long enough for 
them to pass. To further complicate matters, try having 
two or more boats from the same family go down the 
river have try to keep track of them! It's easy to loose 
track of time and miss one or both of your family boats. 

As an electronics and communications hobbyist 
and experimenter, I have been thinking of ways I could 
use technology to help in some way. The concept is not 
new nor have I invented anything — I just applied 
technology to a 100+ year-old boat race for an interesting 
twist. I built a small circuit that simply turns on a small 
radio transmitter momentarily. The signal is then read on 
a receiver that is roughly calibrated to determine the 
approximate distance away. I place a "homing transmit- 
ter" sealed in water-tight, high-tech Glad bags placed in 
even higher-tech Tupperware containers and, finally, 
using the best-know invention to man (duct-tape) to 
secure it to each boat. 

The concept was tested at last year's race and I

May 21, 2001

The Annual Town Meeting for the Town of 
Mattapoisett was called to order at 7:08 pm on Monday, 
May 21 in the auditorium of Old Rochester Regional High 
School by Town Moderator William Blasdale having 
noted the presence of a quorum of an estimated 220 
voters. 

After a Salute to the Flag and the introduction of 
the various town officials present onstage with him, Mr. 
Blasdale took the opportunity to thank Town Clerk Lois 
Ennis for her past 25 years of service to the town, noting 
that this would be her final Town Meeting in the wake of 
her recent decision to retire.

Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Richard 
Gamache then made a brief presentation on the financial 
outlook for Fiscal Year 2002 (FY2002) given the pending 
items for consideration on the 35-article Town Meeting 
warrant. Mr. Gamache noted that for the most part the 
FinCom's recommended articles are "well under the four 
percent increase" for FY2002. If everything passed at 
Town Meeting, Mr. Gamache said the base tax rate would 
go from $14.96 per $1,000 this year to $16.36 per $1,000 in 
FY2002, or an increase of $1.40 (9.35 percent). 

"That's a pretty hefty increase in our tax rate," he 
said. But he cautioned that the anticipated debt on the 
schools won't even affect the tax rate until 2002 or 2003. 
As such, an average home owner in Mattapoisett could 
expect their tax bill to jump from $3,000 annually to 
between $4,800 and $4,900. 

On a more positive note, he did explain that the 
town received additional state aid which allowed them to 
cut planned overrides to fund both the local and regional 
schools. "We went back to the school committee and they 
cut from their budget," Mr. Gamache said. "All of the 
schools have been working to keep these budgets down." 
The large increase in the budget for Old Colony Regional 
Vocational Technical High School was due to the state 
formula used and because Mattapoisett saw an increase in 
enrollment at the school from 25 to 37 students. "This year 
was our turn," he said. 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to set the

various Elected Officers' Compensation rates for FY2002 
as follows: Moderator ($200); Selectmen Chairman 
($3,700); Selectmen ($3,300 each); Treasurer/Tax Collector 
($46,950); Assessors ($3,300 each); Town Clerk (3 months, 
$8,750); Board of Health ($400 each); Highway Surveyor 
($51,273); Mattapoisett School Committee ($400 each); 
Water/ Sewer Commissioners ($400 each); Tree Warden 
($5,661). Mr. Gamache said these figures reflected a three 
percent increase overall. The three-month period for Town 
Clerk was to pay a temporary person until a full-time 
person was hired to replace Ms. Ennis. With that, voters 
unanimously approved Article 1.

so-called "Strong Fire Chief Law" as petitioned by Fire 
Chief Ronald Scott. Chief Scott, however, informed Town 
Meeting that he has since entered into a contract with the 
Board of Selectmen and has "covered all the issues." He 
moved to table the article indefinitely, thereby removing it 
from consideration from the warrant. The motion was 
passed unanimously without discussion. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to transfer 
$10,000 in available Free Cash into the town's Reserve 
Fund — an account which can be used as the FinCom's 
discretion for emergency expenditures. Likewise, voters 
were asked to approve a transfer of $20,000 from Free 
Cash into the Stabilization Fund under ARTICLE 4. 
Unlike the Reserve Fund, the Stabilization Fund can only 
be allocated via a two-thirds vote of Town Meeting for 
any unforeseen expenditures. Both articles were unani- 
mously approved by voters. 

In ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to amend the 
town's Personnel By-Laws to effectively exempt the 
following positions from the control of the Personnel 
Board: Assessors' Administrator, Police Chief, Town 
Accountant, Fire Chief, Police Lieutenant, and the Veter- 
ans' Agent. Selectmen Chairman Paul Lambalot explained 
that these were all supervisory, contracted positions 
which should not have been placed under the Personnel 
By-Law, and by removing them it would give the Board of 
Selectmen more latitude in negotiating contracts with 
prospective candidates. 

"It's important for us to have flexibility in negoti-

ating with them," Mr. Lambalot said. "People like to 
expect a three-year contract to give them some type of 
stability. Any raises or salaries that we agree to or negoti- 
ate are still subject to Town Meeting scrutiny." 

"We decided there were arguments on both 
sides," said Bob Moore of the Personnel Board. "The fact 
is . . . the Personnel Board worked very hard to put 
together a classification plan and by-laws. We'll do 
whatever the Town Meeting wants us to do. But the 
argument presented here tonight to exempt (certain 
employees) we just don't have a stake in. If you think they 
should stay with the (Personnel) Board, that's fine. If not, 
that's fine too." 

Some Town Meeting voters questioned the need 
for a Personnel Board and By-Laws in the first place if the

town isn't going to abide by them. But Selectman 
Lambalot explained that there were still in excess of 40 
town employees who fall under the Personnel By-Laws. 

"We can use the range set by Personnel Board as a 
guide," Selectman Lambalot said. "But the Personnel 
Board cannot enter into a contract." 

After some further debate, the article finally 
passed via majority vote, 103 to 79. 

Under ARTICLE 6, Town Meeting voters were 
presented with the proposed plans for expansion and 
renovation of the Mattapoisett Free Public Library as 
presented by members of the Library Board of Trustees 
and the Library Director. The plan is to conduct a combi- 
nation of private and public fund-raising efforts to fund 
the project. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to consider 
and approve a total $14.29 million general operating 
budget for FY2002 and as per tradition, Mr. Blasdale 
asked voters to place "holds" on those line items for 
which they had questions. Among the questioned line 
items: 

• Line Item 6, which proposed a 7.89 percent 
increase in the Executive Secretary's salary from $47,272 
to $51,000. Selectman Andrews defended the increase, 
saying that they conducted a study of towns throughout 
Massachusetts similar in size to Mattapoisett and found 
that Ms. Adams was on the low end of the pay scale. 
"(The Board of Selectmen) felt that in comparison to like 
towns and like communities, we were grossly underpay-

ing our Executive Secretary for the services she provides 
Mattapoisett," he said. "We felt we needed to bump her 
salary up." 

• Line Item 27, which recommended $37,500 for 
Legal Expenses. Resident Brad Hathaway didn't oppose 
the paying of Town Counsel fees, he just felt the town 
fathers needed to be more forthcoming with what legal 
expenses were being paid for — especially lawsuits 
against the town. Selectman Lambalot agreed they would 
attempt to keep residents better-informed of this in the 
future. 

• Line Item 29, which recommended a 36.95 
percent increase in Computer /Payroll Services from 
$29,500 to $40,400 in FY2002. FinCom Chairman Gamache 



explained that much of this increase was due to computer 
maintenance agreements and a hike in payroll services 
with ADR 

• Line Item 39, which recommended a 24.55 
percent hike in Conservation Commission Expenses to 
send newer ConCom members to various seminars and 
workshops to bring them up to speed on conservation 
issues. 

• Line Item 55, which suggested a 15.61 percent 
boost in the Police Department budget from $125,250 to 
$144,800. According to Police Chief Mary Lyons, this 
increase was mainly due to costs of electricity gas and 
fuel for the cruisers, along with the purchase a new 
cruiser which is about $4,000 more expensive than last

year's model. 

• Line Item 105, which suggested a 12.02 percent 
hike in Contract Services for Rubbish Pick-Up, from 
$66,950 to $75,000. Board of Health Agent Dale Barrows 
explained that the town's current rate with ABC Disposal 
has increased. 

After answering all of the questioned line items, 
Town Meeting approved Article 7 via majority vote. 

A great deal of debate and discussion was waged 
over ARTICLE 8, which asked voters to accept the provi- 
sions of Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 32B, 
Section 9D, which would obligate the town to pay one- 
half (50 percent) of the premium costs for the surviving 
spouse of a retired town employee for health insurance, 
and allocate $13,400 from the Stabilization Fund to cover 
these costs. 

"Right now, (health) benefits terminate upon the 
death of the employee and their family must incur the 
costs of paying health insurance," explained Water /Sewer 
Superintendent William T. Nicholson. "It's not unusual 
for towns to pay at least 50 percent, many pay up to 90 
percent." Mr. Nicholson said there are currently seven 
people eligible in the Mattapoisett retirement system and 
the total associated costs would be $13,400. 

"I don't think this is a money issue," said resident 
Gary Gaspar. "It's a moral obligation for the Town of 
Mattapoisett. To pick up the minimum 50 percent for 
retired employees who have worked for the town is the 
least we can do."

But FinCom Chairman Richard Gamache dis- 
agreed: "I think this is a ticking time bomb," he said. "We 
say seven people (now) ... but we're talking about all of 
the town's employees, their children, we're talking about 
all their families. As long as this town keeps growing 
(and) adding new programs, it's not going to bring the 
(tax rate) down." 

After further lengthy debate, Article 8 was put to 
a vote and narrowly passed via a 77 to 74 majority. 
However, the funding of the Article would have to wait 
until the end of the Town Meeting to determine from 
where the $13,400 could be allocated.

Laura 
Anderson, a professional artist who lives in Mattapoisett, 
has been attending workshops in New Mexico, led by 
Lois Tarlow, along with the rest of the group for many 
years. This is the first time the nine have shown together. 

Ms. Tarlow, a graduate of Goucher College and 
Boston Museum School, has taught and lectured in many 
schools, colleges and other institutions throughout New 
England and the Southwest. Her work has been shown in 
numerous galleries and is included in public and private 
collections like the Boston Public Library, Museum of Fine 
Arts and Fogg Museum, and Harvard, to name a few. She 
currently lives in Newton, MA. For the past ten years she 
has taught Summer Workshops in Taos, New Mexico. 

She writes: "At the end of September, there is a 
Harvest Festival at the Taos Pueblo where women, in their 
native garb, do a shuffling dance in tight clusters like 
sheaves of grain moving in the breeze. When I think of the 
way the nine of us have become a cohesive group as a 
result of our landscape workshop, the image comes to 
mind. We are aware of the pervasive spirituality in the 
culture and the varied natural features — the Rio Grande 
Gorge, the mesa, the high mountain aspen and meadows. 
It is this ancient, mystical aura along with the forms, 
colors, textures, and light that draw us here to paint 
together each summer in northern New Mexico. Beyond 
this magnetism, there exists a strong, common bond that 
encourages each of us to respond to this world as indi- 
viduals. It is hard to believe that nine years ago, we 
didn't even know each other." 

The bond is shared by an impressive group of 
professional women artists whose resumes are too 
extensive to cite here. They include: Laura Anderson (of 
Mattapoisett), Anne Lloyd Dupont (Lee's Summit, 
Montana), Janice Colby (Boxford, MA), Teri Hensick 
(Boston, MA), Suzette Alsop Jones (Dover, MA), Linda 
Mahoney (Northfield, MA), Sherry Poirrer (Amherst, 
MA), and Candace Reed Stella (Newton, NH).

Fractured Fairy Tale

Shrek. With the voices of Mike Myers, Eddie Murphy, Cameron 
Diaz, and John Lithgo w. Directed by Andrew Adamson and Vicky 
Jenson. Running time: 89 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. At Cinema 12 
at the North Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

If you're in the mood for a postmodern, ironic fairy-tale spoof, 
and if you're young enough not to have seen what went before 
(Fractured Fairy Tales, The Princess Bride, Shelley Duvall's tongue- 
in-cheek Fairie Tale Theatre, Into the Woods, The Stinky Cheese Man, 
etc.), you might have a good time at the new DreamWorks computer- 
toon Shrek. Or maybe you won't; like DreamWorks' Antz, this 
movie goes so far in including hip references to amuse bored 
parents that I'm tempted to say Shrek isn't even really for kids. At 
the Friday-afternoon, packed-with-kids screening I attended, an 
extended riff on the "Muffin Man" ditty got no laughs at all; not 
much else did either, aside from tired fart and butt humor. 

Shrek is based, more or less — more less than more — on a 1990 
children's book by legendary cartoonist William Steig. Its conversion 
into an expensive kiddie flick painted with bits and bytes may 
remind some of the unhappy fate of Chris Van Allsburg's brisk, 
haunting book ]uman]i, turne d into a flabby Robin Williams vehicle . 
Shrek isn't as bad as that; some of it is diverting (I enjoyed the scenes 
dealing with a love-smitten dragon, coyly fluttering its huge 
eyelashes). But I can't imagine it occupying a warm space in 
children's hearts, since it parodies cliches they've only just begun 
to absorb. Can't we allow kids a few years of innocence before we 
pop their balloon with the ever-ready pin of irony? 

Mike Myers indulges his Scotphilia yet again, bringing his 
cheerful brogue to the lead character Shrek, a green ogre who 
wants to be left alone to mope in his swamp. Problem: the nasty 
Lord Farquaad (the usual hammy voice work by John Lithgow) 
has banished all fairy-tale creatures from his kingdom, and they 
have all taken refuge in Shrek's stomping grounds . To restore them 
to their homes, Shrek must undertake a quest on Farquaad's 
behalf: rescue the fair Princess Fiona (voice by Cameron Diaz) from 
a dragon's lair, with the help of a talkative donkey (Eddie Murphy, 
enjoying this stage of his career as an entertainer at children's 
parties). 

Shrek moves fast, and its quartet of credited writers (including 
two who worked on Disney's Aladdin and DreamWorks' Small 
Soldiers) keep the pop references popping. Much has been made of 




the fact that DreamWorks co-founder Jeffrey Katzenberg may be 
sending a poison valentine to his former bosses at Disney, and 
indeed the Mouse comes in for some swatting; when the donkey 
begins to segue into a heartfelt song, he's rudely cut off by Shrek, 
who insists, "No singing" — an obvious swipe at Disney's penchant 
for Oscar-ready ballads. Shrek bends over backwards to assure us 
that it won't be as square as Disney's stuff. 

That's nice, but it doesn't assure us of much else. Too much of 
Shrek seems like gags dreamed up by jaded adults. One scene, in 
which Princess Fiona makes short work of Robin Hood's Merry 
Men, includes a poke at The Matrix and its crouching-tigress- 
hidden-wires, frozen-in-mid-air battles. First problem with this: 
the Matrix money shots have already been overparodied. Second, 
what kids would have seen the R-rated Matrix in order to get the 
joke? It's there for Mom and Dad. Third, Princess Fiona's battle 
skills are established here but then never repeated; in a later scene, 
when surrounded by Farquaad's guards, she's suddenly helpless. 

The movie is capably designed and enthusiastically voiced, 
though computer-generated animation still hasn't yet lost its creepy 
plastic sheen (compare it with the ad vanced yet homey Claymation 
seen in Chicken Run, for instance). I cannot — perhaps it is a 
function of my age — look at movies like Shrek (or Toy Story) 
without being aware that I'm watching digital shadows; the 
characters seem locked behind Plexiglas, untouched and 
untouchable. Untouching, too. Shrek gestures towards a typical 
humanistic message (Don't judge others by their appearance), but 
the story is too busy trashing other legends and archetypes to 
emerge as a legend of its own. One can't help thinking that The 
Princess Bride did it earlier and funnier, and did not take five years 
in the making or involve armies of techies sitting in front of Macs. 
There's no real reason Shrek couldn't have been a regular, drawn 
cartoon; there's little reason it couldn't have just stayed a book, 
either. If computer animation is all that sets it apart, then it doesn't 
have much setting it apart.

Throughout the tri-town area, there are many worthwhile 
causes and organizations. But one demographic that sometimes 
slips under our collective radar are those we often view as 
members of the family, but who can't speak up or fend for 
themselves. I, of course, am referring to our furry pet companions 
— those faithful examples of "man's best friend" and our purring 
feline house mates. Sensing a need to help ensure that every 
prospective pet finds a good home in the area, a small group of 
people in Marion banded together and formed PAUS (People 
Assisting Unwanted Strays) some two years ago. 

Spearheaded by Marion Town Clerk /Treasurer /Collector 
Debra Blanchette and Animal Control Officer Susan King, the 
makeshift organization oversees and administers a trust fund 
within the town budget to accept donations from residents to 
cover the costs of sheltering and providing medical attention to 
stray animals which are picked up within town by Ms. King and 
her staff. 

Ms. Blanchette explained that she established a line item 
account to collect voluntary donations from residents for the 
PAUS effort. 

"It's sort of an all-around, catch-all fund," Ms. Blanchette 
explained. "It was started with a $10 donation received on August 
25, 1998. The money is used for different services ... in one case, 
there was a woman who was sick and PAUS took care of her dog 
while she was in the hospital." 

"At first we had put several very nice dogs to sleep, because 
their time period had run out and the town was unable to pay," 
Ms. King said. "(Some) had various medical expenses. Heartworm 
is very common in strays that we find and is very expensive (to 
treat)." 

Both Ms. Blanchette and Ms. King decided that there should 
be a voluntary fund to receive donations from people to help 
support the stray and unclaimed animal population in Marion. 

"Debbie and I just started working on it and talking to 
people," Ms. King said. "The PAUS fund has helped so many 
people and so many animals. I can think of four dogs immediately 
who received money that extended their stay, or gave them a live- 
saving treatment." 





Also instrumental in assisting the PAUS effort is Dr. Robert 
Tremblay of the Marion Animal Hospital, who provides needed 
veterinarian services to the found pets until they are returned to 
their rightful owners or placed with a new family. 

"(PAUS) was started to help some of the animals find homes," 
Dr. Tremblay said. "It's a low-key effort to help place strays. We 
really don't have that many strays in Marion ... (but) Susan is 
really good at finding homes for them." 

Dr. Tremblay said he provides medical attention to those 
strays which are picked up within Marion and PAUS helps fund 
any needed treatment and also covers the cost of sheltering the 
animals until they are placed or replaced into a home. 

"Obviously the animals I pick up are in tough shape, (most 
are) not neutered or spayed, and dogs generally have heartworm 
and are usually flea and tick infested," Ms. King said. "We try to 
get them stabilized, to get them eating, and then try to locate the 
owner. We also start trying to network and look for people to 
adopt them. Under state law (the town can only) hold a dog for ten 
days, a cat for three." 

Ms. King said that money from the PAUS fund can help "buy 
some time" for these animals and perhaps reunite them with their 
owners ... or find them a new home. The alternative is to put the 
once-happy pets to sleep. 

"We had one beagle that came in this year, and it took me a 
week just to get her to come to me," Ms. King said of one dog who 
had apparently been abused. "The PAUS fund paid for her to be 
spayed, and she's still very timid, but a person adopted her (and 
she now) has a very good home."
